Look After the House 
Gas Lines 


When build up a new home or altering an old 
residence careful attention should be paid to the 
gas pipe lines. 
Much trouble has been expe­ 
rienced th at is due entirely to ill considered 
house piping. 
The most common errors th at 
are found are: 


First.—The use of too small pipe. 
Gas flows 
like water. 
A gas pipe will hold just so much 
gas at a time. 
When the capacity of the pipe 
is too small, the amount of gas delivered will 
be small. 
House pipe lines should consist of 
l l/> or 2 inch pipe. 
Slow Up At Turns 


Second.—The flow of gas is checked by too many 
turns. 
Only a limited number of automobiles can 
turn a corner at a given time. 
They must slow up. 
So must gas. 
Each turn decreases the pressure. 


Third.—Capacity of a pipe line for gas is measured 
by the smallest opening. 
Sometimes in connecting 
pipes smaller couplings than the pipes connected are 
used. 
Qu'te often in “wiping” joints the cement used 
is allowed to block part of the line. 


Any of these three may prevent your getting all 
the gas you may desire. 
Sometimes all three faults 
are found in one house.
